Compliance  Branch  'VIPER*  SNP  Announces  Personnel  Changes 

Investigation  Nabs  State  Legislator 


A  Montana  State  legislator  was  arrested 
in  Missoula,  Montana,  after  Tom 
Kielbowicz ,  a  Compliance  Branch 
investigator,  sold  the  man  $1,000  worth 
of  food  stamps  at  his  store.  Hie  store 
was  initially  identified  for  investiga¬ 
tion  by  the  VIPER  (Violation  Prone 
Evaluation/Review)  system.  VIPER, 
developed  by  a  contractor  and  currently 
being  tested  nationally,  is  a  proposed 
management  concept  for  the  systematic 
detection  of  violations  of  food  stamp 
rules  by  authorized  stores.  This  was 
one  of  the  first  VIPER  test  cases  to  be 
completed  by  the  Compliance  Branch. 
Following  two  successful  discounting 
attempts.  Investigator  Kielbowicz 
contacted  the  Office  of  the  Inspector 
General  (OIG)  and,  under  OIG 
supervision,  escalated  the  case  to 
felony-level  trafficking.  A  total  of 
$1,700  in  food  stamps  was  discounted 
for  cash.  A  Federal  grand  jury  has 
returned  a  4-count  felony  indictment 
against  the  lawmaker. 


Federal  Employees  Health 
Benefits  (FEHB)  Program 

The  Office  of  Personnel  Management 
(OFM)  has  announced  that  the  1986 
Health  Benefits  Open  Season  will  be 
held  from  November  10  to  December  5, 
1986.  During  this  period.  Federal 
workers  will  be  given  the  opportunity 
to  review  available  plans  and  elect 
their  1987  health  insurance  coverage. 

It  has  been  reported  that  the  health 
insurance  premiums  will  increase 
approximately  14  percent  in  January. 

Hie  increase  is  partly  because  of  new 
or  expanded  coverage  for  drug 
rehabilation. 

Your  servicing  personnel  office  will 
make  every  effort  to  ensure  that  each 
eligible  employee  receives  open  season 
materials  before  November  10,  1986. 

The  materials  will  be  made  available  so 
each  eligible  unenrolled  and  enrolled 
employee  may  make  an  informed  choice. 


Effective  September  14,  1986,  two 
Special  Nutrition  Programs  Division 
Directors  will  exchange  jobs.  Alberta 
Frost  will  become  the  Director  of  the 
Food  Distribution  Division  and  Joe 
Shepherd  will  become  Director  of  the 
Nutrition  and  Technical  Services 
Division.  These  individuals  will  bring 
new  perspectives  to  their  new  jobs 
while  assuring  consistency  within  the 
commodity  processing  systems.  The  two 
divisions  are  interrelated  so  the 
exchange  provides  an  excellent 
opportunity  for  staff  development. 


National  Advisory  Council  on 
Maternal,  Infant  and  Fetal  Nutrition 

The  Advisory  Council  met  on  August  19- 
21,  1986,  in  Alexandria,  Virginia.  The 
group  continued  its  study  of  the 
Special  Supplemental  Food  Program  for 
Wbmen,  Infants  and  Children  (WIC)  and 
the  Commodity  Supplemetal  Food  Program 
(CSFP) ,  and  worked  towards  drafting 
recommendations  for  the  Council's  1986 
report  to  the  President  and  Congress. 
Fifteen  of  21  members  from  across  the 
country  attended  the  meeting. 

Administrator  Robert  Leard  opened  the 
meeting  with  a  general  welcome  and 
introduction.  Deputy  Administrator  for 
Special  Nutrition  Programs  George  Braley 
reviewed  procedures  to  be  followed  in 
developing  recommendations.  He  also 
provided  a  legislative  update  on  the 
WIC  and  CSF  Programs.  Various  staff 
members  provided  short  briefings  on 
program  funding  and  participation, 
studies,  and  current  program  issues. 
Assistant  Secretary  John  Bode  addressed 
the  Council  on  several  issues  of 
current  concern.  Approximately  17 
recommendations  were  developed  which 
address  administrative,  regulatory,  and 
legislative  changes  for  WIC  and  CSFP. 

The  report  is  due  to  be  submitted  to 
the  President  and  Congress  early  in 
Fiscal  Year  1987.

A  nutrition  education  task  force  has 
grown  out  of  a  commodity  site  visit 
last  fall  to  Rosebud  Sioux  Indian 
Reservation  in  South  Dakota.  MPRO 
staff — who  accompanied  Nutrition  and 
Technical  Services  Division  staff  on 
that  visit — have  served  as  a  catalyst 
in  bringing  together  persons  and  groups 
providing  food  programs  and  nutrition 
education  for  tribes. 

Developing  the  task  force  was  motivated 
by  a  desire  to  furnish  conopat ible 
nutrition  education  to  those  on  the 
reservations.  The  initial  meeting 
brought  together  representatives  of 
tribal  programs  that  included  WIC, 
Elderly  Feeding,  and  Food  Distribution 
Programs  on  Indian  Reservations;  high- 
school  and  Extension  Service  home 
economists;  Public  Health  Service 
hospital  dietary  personnel;  and  South 
Dakota  food  distribution  staff.  The 
group  focused  on  the  Make  Your  Food 
Dollars  Count  materials:  their 
potential,  their  limitations,  and 
possible  modifications  for  use  in  a 
reservation  setting. 

Many  of  those  present  had  not  met 
before,  and  welcomed  the  opportunity  to 
share  information  and  ideas.  The  group 
plans  to  meet  on  a  quarterly  basis  with 
Roslyn  Bolzer ,  Rosebud  WIC  nutrition¬ 
ist,  as  coordinator.  Mountain  Plains 
staff  will  monitor  the  effort's 
effectiveness  and  study  using  the  same 
approach  for  the  benefit  of  other 
reservations  in  the  future.
